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Zoning Hearing on Parcel 1 ? 2 
Is Rescheduled for June 2 

On Wednesday, June 2, the Prince Georges County Council 
will resume its public hearing on the four zoning petitions for the 
parcel 1 and parcel 2 tracts (land between the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. property on Ridge Road). 
The time will be 10 a.m. at the county court house in Upper Marl¬ 


boro. 

The earlier hearing on March 19 
had been recessed shortly after 
getting under way when two coun¬ 
ty council members — former 
Greenbelt mayor Francis W. White 
and Gladys Noon Spellman - dis¬ 
qualified themselves. White had 
been challenged on the grounds 
that he was mayor of Greenbelt 
at the time that the city was 
making recommendations on the 
tracts. Mrs. Spellman disqualified 
herself on the grounds that she 
owns a house (for her daughter) 
on Northway. 

This action left only seven county 
council members to participate at 
the March 19 meeting (two other 
members being absent). This num¬ 
ber was not deemed sufficient to 
render a decision since, according 
to Maryland law, a county council 
needs a two-thirds majority (8 
votes) to overturn a municipality 
recommendation and an approved 
master plan. Hence the recess. 

Oppose R-30 

The city of Greenbelt is oppos¬ 
ing R-30 (14 apartment units per 
acre) zoning requested by the own¬ 
ers of parcels 1 and 2, Charles 
Bresler and Theodore Lerner. The 
city's position is that in view of 
the sewage moratorium and other 
changes produced by the removal 
of the senior high school from 
parcel 2, any rezoning at this time 
is premature. At the time when 
zoning is considered for this land, 
the city will recommend R-SO 
single-family zoning on the grounds 
that no single-family homes have 
been built in the city for a number 
of years and that there is a serious 
need for such housing in Green¬ 
belt The land is presently zoned 
R-R (rural residential). 

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board is also urging de¬ 
nial of R-30 zoning. Instead, it is 
recommending that 88.6 acres of 
the vacant land be zoned R-SO 
(3 units per acre) and that the 
remainder (35.5 acres) be zoned 
R-T (townhouses, 10 units per 
$cres). This is in accordance with 
the College Park-Greenbelt Master 
Plan, which provides for R-T zon¬ 
ing to the south and west of the 
proposed perimeter road and R-SO 
zoning to the north and east of the 
perimeter road.

The first three applications deal 
with property located north of 
Northway extended. Petition A- 
5345 involves land that has now 
become almost entirely Board of 
Education property. The fourth 
application deals with property 
south of Northway Road, extend¬ 
ing from Hamilton Place to the 
old Lutheran Church site. The 
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72 acres in between is owned by 
the Board of Education. 

The County Planning Board, in 
denying R-30 zoning, noted that 
the R-30 zoning would create an 
imbalance of multi-family dwel¬ 
lings, producing a density detri¬ 
mental to the public interest and 
incompatible with the surrounding 
development and proposed facili¬ 
ties. The Technical Staff of Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission had estima¬ 
ted that the R-30 zoning would 
produce 1,674 apartment units, 
whereas the proposals recommend¬ 
ed by the Planning Board would 
produce 621 dwelling units — 266 
single-family homes and 355 town- 
houses. 

Proposals for rezoning parcels 1 
and 2 have had a long history. 
As long ago as February 1962 a 
request by the previous owners 
(Garvin and Martin) to zone the 
land from R.P.C. (rural-planned- 
community) to R-18 (21 apartment 
units per acre) was denied by the 
county commissioners, who rezoned 
the land to R-R.

Impasse Over Beltway 
Embankment Design 

by Elaine Skolnik 

Confussion continues to reign ov¬ 
er the status of the corrective em¬ 
bankment work at Beltway Plaza. 
As the result of a veto by the 
County Office of Building Inspec¬ 
tions and Permits (BIP) on pro¬ 
posed engineering plans worked 
out by the developer, Sidney Brown 
of First National Realty, with the 
State Department of Water Re¬ 
sources (SDWR), all work is at a 
standstill. 

Interviews this week with the 

leading participants revealed that 
the impasse still exists. Tom Ren¬ 
nie, BIP Grading Control Engin¬ 
eer, who authored the April 15 let¬ 
ter requesting that no permit be 
granted for the Beltway Plaza 
work, said that he has yet to re¬ 
ceive an explanation from Brown 
or his engineers as to why the 
plans were changed from their or¬ 
iginal form. 

Rennie said that the original 
plans proposed by Robert Balter, 
soil consultant for First National 
Realty, were excellent. (Corrective 
work on that part of the slope near 
Greenbelt Road was completed 
several years ago.) He couldn’t 
understand the switch in plans 
which, he said, now do not fully 
comply with the county grading 
ordinance. 

The original plan provided for 
stabilization of the soil by replac¬ 
ing some of the unstable clay with 
a granular type material having 
sufficient weight so that it would 
hold like a wall. The new plan. 
Rennie said, no longer shows this 
means of control. Instead, there is 
a provision to control the soil by 
removing the water through a pav¬ 
ing ditch on top and a flattening 
or benching of the slope. 

According to Roger Kanerva. 
SDWR spokesman, Balter indicat¬ 
es that the internal seepage pro¬ 
blem is not bad for that part of 
the slope remaining to be corrected 
and can be contained by the meth¬ 
ods he outlined. SDWR has felt 
that if serious seepage conditions 
occur during construction of the 
new slope, adjustment of the plans 
can be made on the spot. 

Kanerva said that it appears a 
technical meeting with Rennie will 
be necessary to straighten things 
out. ( A meeting was set for the 
latter part of this week.) 

Adding to the confusion is a re¬ 
port that the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education may no 
longer be willing to grant Brown 
an easement at thetop of the 
slope where the school board’s 
maintenance building is located. 
The original plan called for such 
an easement to permit construc¬ 
tion of a concrete swale with a 
berm (channel) to insure proper 
drainage and a proper angle of re¬ 
pose.

Birchard. The other two candi¬ 
dates supported by GHI Members 
for a Responsible Board — Alex¬ 
ander Barnes and James Foster — 
easily finished first and second, 
respectively.

At the Wednesday evening meet¬ 
ing, a 5-man nominations and elec¬ 
tions committee was elected con¬ 
sisting of Jule Churchill, Edward 
Burgeon, Cathy Foster, Barbara 
Ukowski, and Jacqueline Shabe. 
Other candidates nominated were

He was referring to figures which 
seemed to imply that maintenance 
employees were earning $20,000 a 
year. 

Otherwise, the audience listened 
attentively to a report on the year’s 
activities by GHI president Shin¬ 
derman and to a report by audit 
committee chairman James. It also 
gave a strong round of applause 
to a statement of commendation for 
departing board member Charles 
Schwan, delivered by Shinderman. 
Schwan steps down, having served 
on the board since May 1963, 6 1 ” 
years of which were as GHI presi¬ 
dent.
